Shots send shockwaves

Halifax Regional Police say 
they don’t think bullets 
that flew in Fairview yes¬ 
terday afternoon have 
anything to do with a 
stabbing that took place in 
the same neighbourhood 
a couple of hours earlier. 

“We can certainly under¬ 
stand why residents might 
be a little uneasy,” police 
spokesman Const. Brian 
Palmeter told reporters 
gathered on Halifax’s Main 
Avenue, outside of two 
small apartment buildings, 
including one that was 
shot up shortly after 2 p.m. 
“We do believe that (in) 
this incident ... the parties 
involved are known to 
each other.” 

Police cars were still 
parked outside the modest 
buildings at 29 and 31 
Main Ave. before 4 p.m., 
while forensic investiga¬ 
tors used a metal detector 
to search for shell casings 
on the ground. 

“A group of males ar¬ 
rived in a silver mid-sized, 
four-door sedan,” Palmeter 
said. 

“One male exited the ve¬ 
hicle and fired three 
rounds at a male who was 
seen running north¬ 
bound.” 

The car took off west, up 
Main Avenue, he said, 
adding it didn’t appear 
anyone was injured. 

A man named Mark said 
he was smoking a cigarette 
when he heard shots ring 
out. 

He said “a young black 
fella, he walked up by” and 
then an expensive looking 
grey car “fired three shots 


at him.” 

Mark said he also walked 
to a corner store earlier in 
the day “and seen a 
woman lying on the side¬ 
walk stabbed.” 

Police said they respond¬ 
ed to the stabbing at noon 
near Titus Street and Evans 


Avenue, where they found 
the woman suffering from 
stab wounds. 

Several media outlets say 
she is pregnant, but Palme¬ 
ter couldn’t confirm that. 
He did say “she’s expected 
to make a full recovery.” 

Police said the stabbing 


was due to a property dis¬ 
pute, adding an 18-year-old 
woman will face charges of 
attempted murder and 
possession of a weapon 
and a 14-year-old boy is fac¬ 
ing charges of accessoiy af¬ 
ter the fact and breaching 
probation. 


Cops concerned 
by recent crime 
wave in Halifax

crime Violent crime con¬ 
tinues to interrupt every 
day life across the munici¬ 
pality and police admit 
they’re worried that an in¬ 
nocent bystander could be 
hurt in the crossfire. 

“What we’re seeing is ... 
a spike in the violent be¬ 
haviour amongst young 
people and they’ve escalat¬ 
ed to gunplay (in dealing) 
with their feuds,” HRP 
spokesman Const. Brian 
Palmeter told the media 
yesterday outside a 
Fairview building with 
fresh bullet holes. “These 
brazen daylight incidents 
are not comforting to us.” 

Palmeter was referring 
to a recent crime wave that 
includes a string of gunfire 
in north end Halifax this 
week, which police believe 
is linked to a battle be¬ 
tween two groups. 

In addition to two inci¬ 
dents in the same Halifax 
neighbourhood yesterday, 
there was another stab¬ 
bing at about 4:15 a.m. 
when a male suspect 
stabbed a man who was ar¬ 
guing with his girlfriend in 
the Dartmouth Commons. 
The 23-year-old victim end¬ 
ed up in hospital with non¬ 
life-threatening injuries, 
police said.

Booze sales hits a new high 

Despite downturn in economy, NSLC sees a $30M boost in revenue

Like moths to a flame, No¬ 
va Scotians were drawn to 
liquor stores in record num¬ 
bers once again last year. 

The Nova Scotia Liquor 
Commission had gross sales 
of $565.6 million this past 
fiscal year. That’s $30 mil¬ 
lion, or 5.5 per cent, more 
than the previous year. Net 
income was up seven per 
cent to $212.6 million. 

In a recession many com¬ 
panies would love this land 
of growth, but for NSLC it’s 
another year at the office. 
This is the fourth year in a 
row sales are up, posting an 
almost identical 5.4 per 
cent growth the year before 
last. 

Halifax was the driving 
force behind this latest 
sales increase, said NSLC 


spokesman Rick Perkins. 

“The economy is doing 
well in Halifax. It’s got one 
of the lowest unemploy¬ 
ment rates in the country,” 
he said. “That’s reflected in 
our sales where you see 
very strong growth.” 


Ready-to-drink products 
had the biggest leap at 8.8 
per cent over the previous 
year. Next was wine, up by 
7.6 per cent. Beer and spir¬ 
its also saw solid growth 
with 4.7 and 4.8 per cent re¬ 
spectively. 


Perkins said economic 
worries didn’t seem to have 
much impact, but there was 
some slowing of growth in 
the last three months. 

“That may be a sign that 
there’s a bit of caution go¬ 
ing on with people and

their purchasing,” he said. 

While liquor stores 
thrived, sales via bars had 
slower growth. 

Halifax resident Anthony 
Reynolds was shopping at 
the Young Street NSLC yes¬ 
terday and chalked that up 
to people drinking before 
they head to the bars to 
save money. 

“I think pre-drinking 
plays a big part of it,” he 
said. “I myself pre-drink be¬ 
fore I go to a bar almost al¬ 
ways. I’m not drunk but I 
do have a glass of wine or a 
couple beer and then I go 
out.”

Will stink bug tourists? 

Tall Ships officials hope raw sewage won't pose problem

Tall ships will be docked 
alongside floatables in 
Halifax next month, but 
event organizers don’t 
think that fact or a not-so- 
pleasant smell will deter 
tourists from coming. 

Halifax was supposed to 
have a summer without 
raw sewage being spewed 
into the harbour, however, 
that changed when the 
sewage treatment plant 
near the HMC Dockyard 
broke down in January. It 
was later discovered the 
plant wouldn’t be back up- 
and-running until next 
spring. 

Colin MacLean, presi¬ 
dent and CEO of Water¬ 
front Development Corpo¬ 
ration Limited, said volun¬ 
teers with Halifax’s por¬ 
tion of Tall Ships Nova Sco¬ 
tia 2009 will give tourists 
the “plain facts” if they ask 
about the smell. 

“I don’t think there’s 
any benefit in saying, ‘oh 
no your nose is mistaken,”’ 


he said. “Being honest and 
forthright is the right 
thing to do.” 

Things like tampons, 
condoms and other un¬ 
sightly objects could also 
pop up in the harbour dur¬ 
ing the event, which might 
be a sore spot for some. 

However, Leanne 


Strathdee, event director 
of the festival, said she 
doesn’t believe this sewage 
problem will have an ef¬ 
fect on attendance num¬ 
bers. 

“It’s the same situation 
we’ve been in for 25 years,” 
she said, referring to the 
fact the Harbour Sewage 


Treatment facility is only a 
few years old. “Since 1984, 
when we had the first one 
(tall ship festival), we had 
the same issues.” 

But Mayor Peter Kelly ad¬ 
mitted Tuesday the sewage 
screw-up could impact Hal¬ 
ifax’s reputation when the 
tall ships sail into town. 

“It’s a concern,” he told 
reporters following a city 
council meeting. “If we’re 
having dry, dry weather ... 
and it’s hot and it’s smelly 
... and there may or may 
not be some floatables, is 
that what we want to see? 
Absolutely not.” 

However, he said HRM is 
looking at ways to soften 
the stink, and will be meet¬ 
ing with Halifax Water 
at the end of the month 
to deal with the break¬ 
down. 

The Halifax portion of 
the festival runs from July 
16 to 20.

Almost 300 volunteers put 
in a good day’s work yes¬ 
terday, and the result was 
a newly built playground 
in less than six hours.

PM, Iggy reach deal 

Parties step back from election after panel agreement

The federal Liberals 
agreed yesterday to back 
the minority Conservative 
government in a crucial 
confidence vote Friday, 
averting the threat of the 
summer election that 
both parties said nobody 
wanted. 

Liberal Leader Michael 
Ignatieff stepped back from 
the brink of an election af¬ 
ter Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper agreed to set up a 
joint panel to develop pro¬ 
posals to reform eligibility 
for jobless benefits. 

It showed sudden will¬ 
ingness on the part of both 
men to co-operate and 
compromise to try to re¬ 
duce the inherent instabili¬ 
ty of a minority Parlia¬ 
ment. 

“The breakthrough we 
actually have is the willing¬ 
ness of the government 
and the official opposition 
to work together on an im¬ 
portant public policy mat¬ 


ter,” Harper said, pledging 
to act in good faith with 
the Liberals. 

Canada last went to the 
polls in October and has 
had three minority govern¬ 
ments since 2004, with the 
constant threat of another 
election if opposition par¬ 
ties all vote against the gov¬ 


ernment in Parliament. 

Ignatieff will now back 
the Friday budget. Given 
that the two other opposi¬ 
tion parties have promised 
to oppose them, a Liberal 
vote against would have 
forced a fourth election in 
little more than five years.

Iran’s Foreign Ministry 
summoned the Swiss am¬ 
bassador, who represents 
U.S. interests in Tehran, 
yesterday to protest at “in¬ 
terventionist” U.S.

country’s election, Fars 
News Agency reported. 

The Foreign Ministry 
communicated Iran’s 
“protest and displeasure” 
over statements by U.S. gov¬ 
ernment officials about the 
outcome of last week’s pres¬ 
idential vote, Iran’s semi-of¬ 
ficial news agency said. In 
Washington, the White 
House said U.S. President 
Barack Obama will contin¬ 
ue to defend the right of Ira¬ 
nians to peacefully protest 
the outcome of the election 
without “meddling” in 
Iran’s internal debate. The 
State Department strongly 
rejected claims that the U.S. 
was interfering in the dis¬ 
puted June 12 election, 
pointing out that diplomats 


from other countries had al¬ 
so been summoned. 

“I suspect we are in good 
company,” said State De¬ 
partment spokesman P.J. 
Crowley. “This is not about 
the United States.” 

A senior Canadian diplo¬ 
mat in Tehran had also 
been called in to the min¬ 
istry, Fars News Agency 
said.

Larger U.S. banks quick 
to repay bailout money 


economy Ten of the largest 
U.S. banks said yesterday 
they repaid more than $68 
billion US of taxpayer 
bailout funds, as they race 
to extract themselves from 
government restrictions on 
pay for top executives. 

Banks are returning 
money taken from the 
$700-billion Troubled Asset 
Relief Program, which was 
once intended to spur lend¬ 
ing but is now viewed as a 
sign that recipients are too 
weak to survive on their 
own. 

JPMorgan Chase & Co. 
said it repaid $25 billion to 
TARP, while Goldman 
Sachs Group Inc. and Mor¬ 
gan Stanley said they re¬ 
paid $10 billion each. 

Among other banks, U.S. 
Bancorp said it repaid $6.6 
billion, Capital One Finan¬ 
cial Corp. $3.6 billion, 
American Express Co. $3.4 
billion, BB&T Corp. $3.1 bil¬ 
lion, Bank of New York Mel¬ 
lon Corp. $3 billion, State 
Street Corp. $2 billion and 


$68B 

Total bailout money paid 
back to the U.S. government 
by the 10 largest banks in 
the United States. 

Northern Trust Corp. $1.57 
billion. 

Apart from Northern 
Trust, all of these banks un¬ 
derwent government 
“stress tests” of their ability 
to withstand a deep reces¬ 
sion and the government 
gave these 10 permission to 
repay the funds last week. 

Several of the banks that 
underwent the tests were 
ordered to plug capital 
shortfalls, including Bank 
of America and Citigroup. 
Each took $45 billion from 
the program, and the gov¬ 
ernment is in the process 
of taking a potential 34 per 
cent equity stake in Citi¬ 
group.

SRI LANKA The remnants of the 
Tamil Tigers have vowed to 
form a government to push 
their separatist cause, which Sri 
Lanka yesterday called an “hal¬ 
lucination” and another illegal 
attempt to violate its unitary 
status.

Aiberta teachers must warn parents of certain subjects

Celebrations 
were overshadowed, how¬ 
ever, by a buried clause — a 
tiny but powerful traitor 
tumbling out of a rainbow- 
coloured Trojan horse. 

Under section 11.1 of Bill 
44, the Human Rights, Citi¬ 
zenship and Multicultural- 
ism Amendment Act, Al¬ 
berta teachers are now re¬ 
quired to give formal notice 
to parents before teaching 


subjects dealing explicitly 
with religion, sexuality or 
sexual orientation. Parents 
can then pull their children 
out of these classes without 
academic 
penalty. 

While I sup¬ 
port parents 
being in¬ 
formed in ad¬ 
vance of these 
lessons and having the abil¬ 
ity to make such decisions, 
the introduction of such le¬ 
galities can create a ripple 
effect of secondary issues. 

Requiring formal, writ¬ 
ten consent before covering 
sexuality or sexual orienta¬ 
tion, for example, suggests 
to a child there is some¬ 
thing so improper and per¬ 
verse about it that even 
teachers must obtain per¬ 
mission before discussing 
it. “I’d love to tell you what 
homosexuality is, Jimmy,

but first I’ll need your 
mother to sign a waiver in 
case this knowledge robs 
you of your innocence and 
corrupts your impression¬ 
able little 
mind.” 

It would al¬ 
so curtail the 
natural pro¬ 
gression of 
class discus¬ 
sions and could cost stu¬ 
dents some very valuable 
lessons. 

As well, if teachers must 
send out such advisories, 
wait for responses from 
every parent, determine 
whether or not to still pro¬ 
ceed and, if so, (presum¬ 
ably) find alternative 
arrangements for children 
who cannot partake, it is 
expected that some teach¬ 
ers will simply opt for less 
contestable content. Even if 
every parent gave the go- 


ahead, it would be a consid¬ 
erable hassle that would ef¬ 
fectively kill the timeliness 
and spontaneity of lessons, 
for example, related to cur¬ 
rent events. 

It should be noted that 
before the passing of the 
bill, Alberta parents were 
already notified before 
their children partook in 
sex education classes. The 
biggest difference now is 
the intimidating legal 
threat that teachers can be 
brought before Alberta Hu¬ 
man Rights tribunals and 
its subsequent effects. 

This is not an explicit is¬ 
sue of sexuality or religion, 
but of a teacher’s ability to 
do his or her job fearlessly, 
and the implicit effect this 
has on our children’s atti¬ 
tudes toward such topics.

What matters is the impor¬ 
tance of having tangible 
evidence and amassing 
proof. We should make 
things that we can keep 
around for later, even if 
just to burn them.” 

Some feminists believe 
women are absent from 
history books (and kids’ 
encyclopedias) because 
they were written by men.

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Obama urges reform 

U.S. overhaul meant to prevent future collapses 


President Barack Obama 
laid out his vision for 
recrafting U.S. financial 
regulation yesterday, vow¬ 
ing to halt “a cascade of 
mistakes... over the 
course of decades” that 
eroded bank and market 
oversight. 

The Obama plan, under 
development for six 
months, next goes to the 
U.S. Congress for debate, 
where more than a dozen 
committee hearings are 
scheduled between now 
and mid-July. 

The plan takes on some 
tough jobs, such as forcing 
large financial firms to 
boost their capital cush¬ 
ions and regulating over- 
the-counter derivatives 
and securitized instru¬ 
ments. 


Opposition 

Powerful lobbying groups 
for corporate America were 
quick to pounce on the 
president's plan after it was 
released. Conservative 
House Republicans are of¬ 
fering a rival plan. 


But it only partially tack¬ 
les a task once seen as vital 
— a top-to-bottom revamp 
of financial regulatory 
agencies. 

No merger of the Securi¬ 
ties and Exchange Com¬ 
mission (SEC) and the 
Commodity Futures Trad¬ 
ing Commission (CFTC) is 
being proposed, for in¬ 
stance, due largely to polit¬ 
ical obstacles. 


A centrepiece of the plan 
is vesting the Federal Re¬ 
serve with new powers 
over “systemic risk” in the 
economy with the aim of 
preventing future disasters 
like September’s collapse 
of former Wall Street giant 
Lehman Brothers and the 
taxpayer bailout of mega¬ 
insurer American Interna¬ 
tional Group. 

The government would 
be also empowered to 
seize and unwind large, 
troubled companies that 
are not banks. 

As well, Obama wants to 
beef up regulation of mon¬ 
ey market mutual funds, 
credit rating agencies and 
hedge funds, which would 
be required to register 
with the SEC.

Veggies’ time to 



HomeSca 


f seed sales are any indi¬ 
cation, vegetable gar¬ 
dens are definitely on 
the rise. Research has 
shown that vegetable 
seed sales last year out¬ 
shone the sales of flower 
seeds across North America 
for the first time, says Denis 
Flanagan, of Landscape On¬ 
tario, the provincial horti¬ 
cultural trades association. 

And the research also 
shows a new demographic 
— young, urban hipsters 
are getting into vegetable 
gardening in a big way, not 
just mature folks from the 
old country any more. 

I have to admit that my 
first thought was that 
there’s going to be a few 
surprises come harvest 
time, especially for those 
vegetable growing nubies. 

I say this because I am the 
child of immigrants. Like 


First-time gardener tips 


• Prepare your soil. Soil is 
made up of a mixture of sand, 
clay and silt. The ideal mixture 
is 40 per cent silt, 40 per cent 
sand and 20 per cent clay. 

• Add compost every year to 
loosen soil and add extra nu¬ 
trients. 

• Find a location that is shel¬ 
tered from winds, and has 


many others transplanted 
from “away”, they had a 
huge, well-tended garden 
that would unfailingly pro¬ 
duce a bountiful harvest, 
thanks to devoted ministra¬ 
tions of my father. My 
brothers and I were forced 
to shell endless peas, snip 
the ends off mountains of 
homegrown beans, and 
help with the annual ritual 
of beet pickling. 

All winter long, thanks to 
my mother’s processing 
work in a hot, steamy 
kitchen, we were able to eat 
the vegetables, gorgeous 
tomato sauces, the afore¬ 
mentioned pickled beets, 
relishes, pickles, jams and 
other goodies from our 


plenty of sunlight. 

• Water early or late in the 
day, deeply near the base of 
the plant. 

• Weed regularly so the task 
does not get overwhelming. 

• Inspect frequently for pests, 
and take action early to mini¬ 
mize damage. 

• Be patient. 


summer garden, but did we 
children appreciate it for 
one minute? No, of course 
not. We just complained 
about the work, and of 
course, about being forced 
to eat the vegetables 
throughout the winter. 

It’s a different story now. I 
love my vegetables now and 
totally appreciate the amaz¬ 
ingly healthy, nutritious 
and delicious foods my par¬ 
ents grew in their garden. 
And the fact that younger 
people are getting into gar¬ 
dening could only spread 
the goodness around. 

There are plenty of rea¬ 
sons for the newfound in¬ 
terest, says Flanagan. More 
people are growing vegeta- 


shine 

bles because they are trying 
to eat local rather than buy¬ 
ing goods flown or trucked 
in from faraway California 
or other distant places. 

In urban centres, garden¬ 
ing often means squeezing 
in a small vegetable patch 
in a postage-stamp-sized 
backyard, or participating 
in an allotment garden. An¬ 
other variation for condo 
owners or apartment 
dwellers is a container gar¬ 
den on the balcony. The im¬ 
portant message is that is 
can be done. 

For beginners, choosing a 
few of your favourite veg¬ 
etables is the way to go. Gar¬ 
dening is work, no lie. So 
don’t overextend yourself, 
or you’ll get discouraged. 
Avoid big plants such as 
pumpkin or corn if you 
have an itty bitty backyard. 
To maximize vertical space, 
plant climbing species such 
as peas or beans along walls 
or fences.

Gays wary of Bruno 

Activists say film could reinforce negative stereotypes 


U.S. gay activists are wor¬ 
ried that comedian Sacha 
Baron Cohen's new him, 
Bruno, could reinforce 
negative stereotypes 
about homosexuals just as 
they are making gains in 
the fight for rights such as 
same-sex marriage. 

Cohen, who scored a sur¬ 
prise hit in 2006 with Borat: 
Cultural Learnings of Amer¬ 
ica for Make Benefit Glori¬ 
ous Nation of Kazakhstan, 
portrays a flamboyant gay 
Austrian fashion reporter 
in the new film that pre¬ 
miered yesterday in Lon¬ 
don and opens in North 
America on July 10. 

The studio releasing 
Bruno says the film’s in¬ 
tent is to satirize homo¬ 
phobia, but some gay advo¬ 
cates are wary. 

“We do feel the inten¬ 
tions of the filmmakers are 
in the right place — satire 
of this form can unmask 
homophobia — but at the 
same time it can heighten 
people’s discomfort with 
our community,” said 
Rashad Robinson, senior

director of media pro¬ 
grams for the Gay and Les¬ 
bian Alliance Against 
Defamation. 

With that in mind, 
GLAAD asked in vain for 
Universal Pictures, the stu¬ 
dio behind Bruno, to add a 
message from Cohen ad¬ 
dressing the importance of 
gay rights and tolerance. 

Universal says in a state¬ 


ment it believes most 
moviegoers will under¬ 
stand the film’s “positive 
intentions. Bruno uses 
provocative comedy to 
powerfully shed light on 
the absurdity of many 
kinds of intolerance and ig¬ 
norance, including homo¬ 
phobia,” the studio said. 

The movie comes out as 
U.S. same-sex couples have 


a won the right to wed in six 
states amid a fierce debate 
on gay marriage that has 
seen California voters ap¬ 
prove a ban on such mar¬ 
riages. 

Cohen has a huge fan 
base. Men and women 
flocked to Borat, a fake doc¬ 
umentary about a Kazakh

Tuna and Green 
Bean Salad 

INGREDIENTS: 

3 cloves garlic, peeled 
8 oz (250 g) green beans, 
halved 

6 small red potatoes, 
halved 

2 tbsp (25 ml) balsamic or 
red wine vinegar 
2 tbsp (25 ml) low-fat 
mayonnaise 
1 tbsp (15 ml) olive oil 
pinch of salt 

1/2 cup (125 ml) fresh basil 
leaves 

8 oz (250 g) cherry 
tomatoes, halved 
2-1/2 cans (15 oz/425 g) wa¬ 
ter-packed tuna, drained 
6 romaine lettuce leaves 
1/3 cup (75 ml) black 
olives, for garnish 

METHOD: 

1. Blanch garlic in large 
pot of boiling water 3 min¬ 
utes. Transfer garlic to 
food processor or blender; 
set aside. Add beans to 



boiling water and cook 4 
minutes, or until crisp- 
tender. Remove beans, 
rinse under cold water 
and drain. Add potatoes to 
pot and cook 12 minutes, 
or until tender; drain. 

2. Add vinegar, mayon¬ 
naise, oil and salt to garlic 
in food processor and 
puree. Add basil and 2 tb¬ 
sp (25 ml) water and puree 
again. 

3. Transfer dressing to 
large bowl. Add tomatoes, 
beans, potatoes and tuna, 
tossing to coat. Tear 
lettuce into small pieces. 
Add lettuce and toss again. 
Garnish with olives.
